I^rm  #3  is  the  lancm^  the  south  of  main  campus  which  consists  of  what  was  once  called  "Painswick  Hail",  and 
the  beef,  sheep,  and  swine  barns. 

The  land  was  obtained  by  William  Penn  from  the  Indians  when  he  fifst  came  to  this  country.  Around  1700, 
Penn  sold  the  land  to  Jeremiah  Langhorne  (the  town  of  Langhorn  was  named  after  him). 

In  1729,  "Painswick  Hall"  was  built  by  Robert  Shewell  on  this  land.  The  building  was  named  after  the  house 
that  Shewell  had  left  in^ngtand.  In  1730  the  house  and  land  was  sold  to  the  Shewells  who  owned  it  then  for  156 
years.  The  Shewells  solalPre  land  to  the  Martins  who  in  turn  sold  the  land  to  the  Farm  School  in  1970.

MORRIS  LASKER  HAL 


I^tte  Morris  Lasker  Hall;  was  a  gift  by  the  Family  of  the  late  Morris 

P^sker,  of  Galveston,  Texas.  Lasker  Hall  was  the  beginning  of  a  planned 

fpyle  of  architecture  which  was  to  be  a  standard  for  future  buildings.  This 

is" beautiful  three  story  structure  was  in  the  style  of  the  English  Georgian 

period,  e  corner  stone  was  laid  in  Octojber,  1917  with  impressive  cerimon- 

ies.  The  Honorable  Alvert  D.  Lasker  ---  head  of  the  U.S.  Shipping  Board 

during  World  War  I,  and  son  of  Morris  Lasker,  presented  the  building  on   ' 

behalf  of  his  family.  ^-^j  ,'/., 

Morris  Lasker  Hall  was  used  in'ma^y  ways  at  first.  The  kitchen  and 
^dining  room  were  in  the  basement.  The  faculty  and  student  lounges  andl 
^firmary  were  on  the  first  floor.  Apartments  for  teachers  and  rooms  for  \ 
^tudents  and  domestic  help  were  on  the  first  and  second  floors. 
m  The  building  was  completely  refurnished  in  the  late  1940's.  The  diniitg 
iK-oom  was  refurnished  and  entirely  new  equipment  was  provided  for  the 
fkitchen,  including  electric  cooking  units,  modern  dishwashing  machines, 
'  and  many  other  new  units  to  provide  for  more  efficient  operation.  A  new 
floor  of  asphalt  tile  was  installed.  Much  of  the  plumbing  and  electrical 
installation  was  replaced. 

As  the  College  grew,  Morris  Lasker  Hall  has  changed.  In  the  late 

^I960's,  the  building  was  converted  from  a  dining  room  and  dormitory  into 

„^a-office  building.  The  Chancellor,  President,  the  Administrative  Assis- 

"'t4nt,  the  A||;duhTi:n"ft>epartment  and  offices' for  faculty  members  are  now 

lJ;ated  in  the  Morris  Lasker  Hall.  The  College  Book  Store  is  located  m 

the  basement  where  the  old  kitchen  used  to  be.  The  Photography  Club  is 

located  in  the  old  meat  locker.  The  building  has  changed  inside  but  still
